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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the i in ention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the lime the in\ ention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Fischer et al 
(USP. 7,128,448) in view of Chen (USP. 6,820,998). 

Regarding claim 15, Fisher disclose electric lamp structure in Fig. 1 and 2, comprising a 
plurality of lamps (4) and a socket body (10) having the lamps fixed to one side of the body (Fig. 
1) and having a screw (9) formed to the other side of the body (10) (Fig. 2); two to four 3 -wave 
fluorescent vacuum bulbs coats (4) (Fig. 1) (Col. 2, Line 29); an illumination (brightness) sensor 
(2) formed on the socket body (Fig. 1) (Col. 3, Line 12); an infrared sensor (2) mounted to one 
side of the lamp (Fig. 1) (Col. 3, Line 12). However, Fisher is silent on the limitation of a timer 
and a lighting control circuit formed in the socket body. Chen disclose energy saving lamp in 
Fig. 3 and 4, comprising a timer (11) and a lighting control circuit (8) formed in the socket body 
(4) (Chen, Fig. 3 and 4) (Chen, Col. 2, Line 64). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Fisher's electric lamp by combining the lighting control circuit 
including the timer as taught by Chen. Combining the lighting control circuit including the timer 
for automatically illuminating and saving energy of the lamp would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 3 and 5-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to disclose or suggest in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitation: 

(a) a combination groove formed in the socket body to detachably combine with the 
combination unit in claim 3, claims 5-13 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 3. 

(b) a high illumination reflection shades surrounding the sensor support and coated by 
deposition of silver or aluminum in claim 14.
